SINN FEIN REBELS 
SURRENDER ARMS 
TO BRITISH TROOPS 


All the Insurgents in Dub- 
lin Have Yielded and 
Those in Country Districts 
Are Doing Likewise.

London, May 1.—AIll the 4... in 
Dublin have surrendered and those in 
the country districts are doing like- 
wise, according to an official statement 
issued this evening. The statement 
says: 

“All the rebels in Dublin have sur- 
rendered and the city is reported qulte 
safe.- The rebels in the country dis- 
tricts are surrendering to the mobile 
columns. 

“There were 1,900 prisoners in Dub- 
lin yesterday, of whom 489 were sent 
to England last night. 

“It is reported from Queenstown that 
hopes were entertained that arms 
would be handed in today in the city 
of Cork. 

“During the night of April 30-May 1 
the rebels in Enniscorthy made an 
offer to surrender their leaders and 
their arms on condition that the rank 
and file be allowed to return to their 
homes. They were informed that the 
only terms that could’ be entertained 
were unconditional surrender. These 
terms were accepted by them at 6 
o'clock this morning. It was reported 
later that the rebels were surrendering 
todav'on these terms,

News That President Wil-

Pershing’s Expedition Is

Washington, May 1.—President \V-l- 
son has not altered his purpose to keep 
American troops in Mexico until bri- 
gandage has come to ap end. 

After a conference at the white house 
today Secretary Baker prepared fur- 
ther instructions for Generals Scott 
and Funston, sought by the officers as 
a result of their conference with Gen- 
eral Obregon, Carranza’s war minis- 
ter. The message went forward to0- 
night. Its contents was not revealed, 
but both Secretaries Lansing and LBa- 
ker said there had been no change? in 
the administration’s policy. 

It is believed the American conter 
ees sought additional instructions 
cause General Obregon dwelt upon the 
View of the de. facto government that 
the American. expedition should | 
Withdrawn at once.

Withdrawal of Troops Ureed. 

iliseo Arredondo, Mexican ambuassa- 
dor designate, called on Secretary 
Lansing today to renew his argument 
in favor of the early withdrawal. He 
was informed that the state depart- 
ment would not take up any diplomatie 
discussion of this subject until ‘after 
the military conference at El Paso had 
concluded. 

(hater Mr, Arredondo § indicated 
feeling of his. government that the 
American expedition has already ac- 
complished its réal purpose—the elim- 
ination of Villa and his adherents—and 
that longer occupation of Mexican ter- 
ritory by American troops Was serving 
only to undermine the control of the 
de facto government over the general 
Situation in Mexico. 

‘We are satisfied that Villa 
are no longer to be looked upon as a 
menace to the peace of the country," 
he said. “The American troops should 
be withdrawn to restore tranquility 
among the people. It is believed thar 
Villa has either been Billed or driven 
to refuge where he will no longer mo- 
lest either Americans or Mexicans. 

“There is, however, an increasing 
suspicion among some of our people 
that the American troops are remain- 
ing in Mexico for some other motive 
than to pursue the bandits.” 

The ambassador acted under general 
instructions from his government in 
renewing his ‘request for a reply to 
General Carranza’s note suggesting 
that the time had come to take up the 
question of withdrawal. He had heard 
nothing directly or indirectly from the 
conference at E21] Paso and said his ef- 
forts with the state department were 
independent of General Obregon’'s dis- 
cussion with General Scott. 


Scott-Funston Reports. 

The reports of the border confer- 
ence are signed jointly by Generals 
Scott and Funston. So far as is known 
they have contained no recommenda- 
tions from the two officers, merely 
stating what had been said and asking 
for such further information as they 
thought was necessary in order to pur- 
sue the discussions. There is little 
question that the additional instruc- 
tions outline the administration's views 
as to the withdrawal of troops: so 
clearly that General Obregon will have 
no doubts as to what General Car- 
ranza will be told when a reply to his 
note is made. 

In some quarters in touch with Mexi- 
can developments it was said that the 
presi¢ent was bandling the situation 
personally and had no question for de- 
cision to lay before his cabinet tomor- 
row. 

It was stated officially that no form- 
al demand for withdrawal of the 
troops had been made by any repre- 
sentative of the de facto government. 

State department advices today said 
arrangements had been made to trans- 
port American refugees at Manzanillo 
to the United States. Telegraphic §re- 
ports from Monterey said that the 
newspapers. there) by friendly publica- 
tions, had.econtributed to the zood 
feclinwaiiifisting towards Americans.

Consular reports from Topolobampo, 
Mazatian, Tampico, Vera Cruz and 
Mexico City said conditions at those 
points were quiet. 


NEWS RECEIVED 
WITH GRAVITY 


El Paso, May 1.—Information that 
Sécretary Baker had instructed General 
Scott and General Funston to make it 
plain to General Obregon that any 
agreement reached at their conference 
here must not be based on any plan 
for immediate withdrawal of American 
troops from Mexico was received with 
gravity in Juarez tonight. 

General Obregon refused to comment, 
saying he would await developments 
at his next conference, expected to take 
place tomorrow. Among other Mexi- 
can officials gloom was openly express- 
ed. It was pointed out that General 
Obregon had come to the border confi- 
dent that he could persuade Generals 
Seott and Funston that the American 
forces should be withdrawn at once.

Law Is Being Observed. 

Chief of Detectives Newport Lanford 
announced at nightfall that the new 
prohibition laws were being observed 
by the clubs and saloons. 

Police Commissioner Andy King, who 
is chairman of the board of police com- 
missioners, stated to a Constitution re- 
porter that he and the police officials 
realized that large quantities of whis- 
ky were stored away in different places 
in Atlanta. 

“Chief Lanford has been 
to go after these supodlies, and al- 
ready some raids have been made,” 
said Chairman-Commissioner King. “tI 
am going to carry out my promise of 
several weeks ago and enforce the pro- 
hibition laws in Atlanta. We are going 
after the ‘blind tiger.’ It will take a 
little time to unearth the hidden sup- 
plies of liquor.’ 

It also developed during the day 
that the police department has infor- 
mation that a distillery is being built 
in Atlanta. Detectives are watching 
this phase very closely, and a raid is 
expected every day.

Efforis to Prevent Nullification. 

Efforts to prevent such nullification 
-have taken various forms in the last 
| quarter of a century, beginning with 
i the Wilson act of 18$0, which made 
| interstate shipments of liquors sub- 
| ject to state juridiction “upon arrival.” 
The supreme court held “arrival” to 
,mean actual delivery to the consignee. 
| The act of 1909 prohibited CG. O. D. 
shipments and abolished the express 
office adjunct of the saloon. It also 
required liquors to be plainly marked 
on the outside cover. 

Next came the act of 1913, which pro- 
hibited the interstate shipment of Ii- 
quor when “intended by any person in- 
terested therein, to be received, pas- 


sessed, sold. or in any manner used 


either in the original package or oth- 
erwise, in violation of any law of such 
state.” 

Congress intended by these laws ab- 
solutely to protect prohibition states. 
and prevent them being deluged with 
,Hiquors from outside their borders con- 
trary to their legally-expressed wish. 
No pénalty was provided, the punish- 
ment being left to state Statutes. Ite 
entire purpose Was to support the states 
in the enforcement of local prohibition 
laws. 

Indorse Constitution's Position, 

Representatives Edwards, Park 
Crisp, Howard, Wise, Lee, Bell, Vinson 
Walker and Hughes indorsed and ap- 
proved The Constitution’s position.

COURT WARNS 
WILY DRINKERS. 


Thosé citizens of Georgia who, with 
forethought, sought to prepare against 
any baneful immediate effects of the 
State going dry May 1 by “laying in” 
a supply of alcoholic beverages for 
their own consumption had better re- 
duce their stock on hand to fit the lim- 
itations of the law, judging from the 
tone of Superior Court Judge Ben Hill's 
charge to the Fulton county grand jury, 
because, Hie says, such folk are law- 
breakers, 

Worse than that, to quote from the 
charge delivered Monday morning, 
They are anarchists.” 

“I would advise them,” he says, “to 
get rid of their supply. Let them give 
the oversupply to less fortunate neigh- 
bors, or, if the neighbors are supplied, 
let them pour it into the gutter.” 

The court admonished the grand jury 
that a person may supply himself with 
two quarts of whisky, one gallon of 
wine or 48 pints of beer, but no more, 
at one time; and if he has any two of 
these varieties of drink in his posges- 
sion at one time he is a law violator 
and punishable by from two to five 
years in the penitentiary. 

Also, the court calls attention to the 
provision of the law against the car- 
rying of liquor advertising by publi- 
cations circulating in Georein. and 
says that “if a citizen receives a pub- 
lication containing a liquor advertise- 
ment and hands such publication to a 
friend he is violating the law, and I 
would advise him to destroy it.” 


In State of Anarchy. 


“Georgia has been in a state of an- 
archy for seven years, the -period in 
which near-beer saloons and clubs have 
been evading the law,”’ said Judge Hill. 
“There has been a spirit of unrest, with 
the individual putting his personal 
opinion against the law. This has been 
responsible for those other ills to 
which our state has been a prey. There 
is no need for me to refer specifically, 
for you all know what I mean, 

“The country sections have complied 
with the law, but a spirit of insurrec- 
tion against the law has prevailed in 
every Georgia city from Tybee Light 
to Rabun Gap. This is a deplorable 
situation and should cease. It is with. 
in the power of grand juries to instill 
a greater respect for law by a fearless 
performance Of duty.” 

After explaining in detail the various 
phases and provisions of the new law, 
with especial emphasis upon that sec- 
tion prescribing the quantities of the 
various classes of liquor permitted to 
be kept on hand by citizens, Judge Hil) 
continued: 

Evidence Easy to Get. 


‘“T want you to note this carefully— 
the law provides that a person may 
supply himself with one gallon of 
wine, or 48 pints of beer, or two quarts 
of whisky, either one of the three, not 
all. No person can have liquor, beer 
and wine on hand at the same time. 
The legislature inserted that little 
word ‘or,’ and this means that a choice 
must be made by the purchaser. If he 
wants wine, he can not buy liquor and 
beer: if he wishes beer, he must leave 
off the other two, and if his choice is 
oe i then he must forego wine and 
eer. 

“The evidence under this new and 
stringent law, will be obtainable,” con- 
tinued Judge Hill. ‘“‘Purchasers of in- 
[toxicants must sign affidavits for the 
express companies and railroads, These 
are returned to the ordinary, from him 
to the sheriff, from him to the grand 
jury. It is your duty to indict violators 
not only for their offense against this 
prohibition law, but for false swear- 
ing, when this occurs. This is a fel- 
ony, punishable by from two to five 
years in the penitentiary. 

“The liquor dealers in their adver- 
tisements have been advising Georgians 
to fill their houses with liquors. Those 
who have ‘been so unwise as to accept 
this authority on law and putin a stock 
of liquor are lawbreakers. They are 
anarchists. I would advise them to get 
rid of their supply. Let them give the 
oversupply to less fortunate neighbors, 
or,-if the neighbors are supplied, let 
them pour it into the gutter.

“Have you not thought what might 
be the outcome of this great struggle, 
so far as the nations already engaged 
are concerned? Can you not imagine 
the great awakening that has come to 
a country like France, for example; 
how much more intensely every French- 
man and every German feels the na- 
tional compulsion than he ever felt it 
before? How much more he feels him- 
self, not an individual, but a fraction 
in a great whole? How much more 
his blood springs to the challenge of 
patriotic suggestion? He is mot fight- 
ing for his own life. He is sacrificing 
his own life, or willing to sacrifice it, 
in order that a greater life than his 
might persist, the life of his nation. So, 
in America we are getting already the 
indirect benefit of that suggestion. We 
are beginning to realize how a nation 
is a unit, roe | that any individual of it 
who does not feel the impulse of the 
whole does not belong to it and does 
not belong in it. 

“We have heard a great deal about 
divided allegiance in this country, but 
before we discuss divided allegiance 
in its political aspect we ought to let 
our thoughts run back to what were 
perhaps our divided allegiances in re- 
spect to our relations to each other. 
America had been brought to such a 
point of diversification of interest, of 
conception, of objects sought, that she 
was in danger of losing the conscious- 
ness of her singleness and solidarity. 
There were men pulling at cross pur- 
poses in this country long before the 
war came to remind us that we were 
a single nation, with a single duty and 
a single ideal; and the first thing that 
has happened to us is that we have all 
been pulled together by a great tug at 
the heart in respect to our individual 
interests. We have all been reminded 
with an emphasis for which I for one 
thank God that we are first of all 
American and only after that at liberty 
to seek our individual interest. And 
then those of our fellow citizens who 
may for a little while be tempted to 
think rather of the lands of their origin 
than of the land of their present allegi- 
ance have’ been reminded that there is, 
politically speaking, only one alle- 
giance conceivable and possible. | 

Not Deceived About the Hyphen. 

“You have heard a great deal about 
the hyphen. I for one have never 
been deceived. The number of persons 
of really divided allegiance in this 
country is very small, and if I had 
been born in some other country I 
would for one resent the representa- 
tions which have been made by those 
who were not the spokesmen of those 
from whom they pretend to speak in 
suggesting a divided allegiance. I 
have never had the slightest doubt 
of what would happen when America 
called upon those of her citizens born 
in other countries to come to the sup- 
port of the flag. Why, they will come 
with cheers; they will come with a 
momentum which will make us realize 
that America has once more been 
cried awake out of-every sort of dis- 
temper and dream and distraction, and 
that any man who dares tamper with 
the spirit of America will be cast out 
of the confidence of a great nation 
upon the instant. 

“T believe that a certain spiritual] 
regeneration is going to come out of 
this thing. We have been thinking 
too much about our individual selves 
and too little about the country 
which we constitute a part, and one of 
the services which you ladies are go- 
ing to render is to show how, upon no 
summons at all, upon the mere offer- 
ing of the opportuinty, women will 
come together to render’ those in- 
estimable services which are necessary 
if the country should get into any sort 
of trouble. 

“God forbid that be 
drawn into war, but be, 
America would seem to 
shake herself out of a dream to say, 
‘Did any man deem that we were 
asleep? Did any man deem that we 
had forgotten the traditions of Ameri- 
ca?

NO INDEPENDENCE 
FOR PHILIPPINES 


31 House Democrats Join 
Republicans in Killing 
Measure That had the Sup- 
port of President Wilson.

Washington, May 1.—The admin- 
istration’s fjght for the senate Phil- 
ippine bill with its Clarke amendment 


in the house. After voting 213 to 16d 


to strike out the Clarke amendment, 
the house, by a vote of 251 to 17, passed | 
a substitute for the entire measure, | 
the Jones bill, providing for a greater | 
measure of self-government in the 
Philippines and carrying a preamble 
declaring the intention of the United 
States to grant independence ultimate- 
ly, but without fixing a date. 

The bill now goes to conference be- 
tween the two houses, with the op- 


isfied that it is dead at least for this 
session of congress. 

Over the heated protest of admin- 
istration leaders the house, by a vote 
of 203 to 154, instructed its conferees 
not to agree to any declaration setting 
a definite time for granting the islands 
their independence. Speaker Clark 
named Representatives Jones of Vir- 
ginia, and Garret of Tennessee, dem- 
republic- 


The house remained in Session until 
late. tonight to take the final vote. 
Thirty democrats joined the solid re- 
minority in defeating the 
amendment, which had _ been 
given unqualified indorsement by Pres- 
ident Wilson. 

It was the first marked victory of 
the year over any part of the presi- 
dent’s legislative program and the re- 
publicans were noisily jubilant. After 
each victorious vote they applauded for 
several minutes and by way of mock- 
ing the democrats emitted repeatedly 
the famous “rebel” yell of the major- 
ity. 

Democrats Who Opposed. 

The democrats who voted against the 
Clarke amendment were: Allen, Ohio; 
Beakes, Michigan; Bruckner, Carew, 
Conry, Dale, Doolin, Driscoll, Farley, 
Fitzgerald, Flynn, Griffin, Hulbert, 
Maher, Patten, Riordan and Smith, New 
York; Coady, Maryland; Eagan, Ham- 
mill and Hart, New Jersey; Estopinal, 
Louisiana; Gallagher, McAndrews and 
McDermott, Illinois; Olney, Phelan and 
Tague, Massachusetts, and O’Shaunessy, 
Rhode Island. 

The first vote, taken after eight 
hours’ debate in committee of the 
whole, showed 193 to 151 votes against 
the senate provision. Chairman Jones, 
of the insular affairs committee, then 
attempted to procure the adoption of 
substitutes, extending the time limit 
for freeing the Filipinos. They were 


quickly voted down. The first, to grant 
freedom in not less than two or not, 
more than six years, was defeated, 186 
to 146, and the second, making the 
minimum time four years and the max- 
imum eight, was lost, 193 to 162. 

Then came the substitution of the 
Jones bill. The entire house insular

GERMANY 10 YIELD 
TQ UNITED STATES? 


Berlin Says Future German- 
American Relations Prob- 
ably Can Be Regarded 
With Less Apprehension. 


Copenhagen, May 2.—(Via London. )— 
The Politiken’s Berlin correspondent 
understands that the German reply to 
the American note will be delivered on 
Tuesday or Wednesday. 


Berlin, May 1.—(Via London.)—Fu- 
ture German-American relations prob- 
ably can be looked forward to with 
less apprehension. 

The Associated Press is permitted to 
make this statement, although dis- 
patches bearing on the nature of the 
German reply to the American note 
respecting submarine warfare have 
been stopped by the censorship. 

The deliberations at great headquar- 
ters have been concluded and Ambas- 
sador Gerard will leave this evening 
for Berlin, arriving here Tuesday aft- 
ernoon. 

The German reply is ‘expected with 
little delay, but it is considered unda- 
Sirable that preliminary indications of 
the nature of the note should be pub- 
lished abroad. 


No Conclusion Reached. 

Discussions Over the answer to the 
American note continued Sunday at 
sreat headquarters without a con- 
clusion being reached, according to ad- 
vices to The Lokal Anzeiger. 

The newspapers for the most part 
still retrain from comment. Theodor 
Wolff, in The Tageblatt; George Bern- 
hard, in The Vossische Zeitung; Count 
von Reventiow, in The Tages Zeitung, 
and The Taglische Rundschau, however, 
Sive consideration to the subject 

Herr Bernhard considers the situa- 
tion still grave and voices a warning 
against too great optimism. He de- 
clares that the final decision “depends 
solely” on President Wilson. 

‘There would be no greater mistake,” 
he says, “than the expectation that 
the American congress might reach a 
different decision than the president. 
The time for exercising influence on 
the American people and their repre- 
sentatives is passed. It igs not doubted 
now that congress stands behind Presi- 
dent Wilson; the German leaders who 
have the task of framing the German 
answer must remember this. 

“We would understand any decision, 
no matter what it is, under the self- 
understandable condition that it pre- 
serves Germany's dignity.” 


No Halfway Measures. 


But there must be no halfway meas- 
ures, says Herr Berhard, and the de- 
cision reached must create a final and 
enduring status. He refers to the fact 
that the offensive has been the guid- 
ing spirit of Prussia’s and Germany’s 
military operations since the time of 
Frederick the Great, and concludes: 

“And if our statesmen in reaching 
a decision in the light of their infor- 
mation on all the conditions involved 
believe that they must do so in the 
face of the uncertainty as to what the 
purposes of the other party are, they 
will have to take into consideration 
the question whether in such cases it 
is not wiser to take the lead themselves 
rather than be forced to play to the 
lead of the other player.” 

Herr Wolff’s article refers again to 
the hopes of Germany’s enemies of a

Conferees Decide on Fig- 
ures for Peace Strength. 
220,000 Men Would be the 
War Strength. 


Washington, May 1.—Hope for an 
agreement in conference on the army 
reorganization bill seemed brighter to- 
night after an all-day session ef the 
conference committee in which a Da- 
sis for negotiation of differences he- 
tween the senate and house on the re=- 
ular army was reached. 

Senate conferees agreed to yield on 
the proposed standing army of 25¢4,- 
000 men and to accept a peace strength 
of 180,000 men, provided the house 
would accept the expansion system of 
organization in the senate bill. Under 
this system the regular army could 
be increased in.time of conflict to 220,- 
000 or more. House conferees tenta- 
tively agreed to this proposition upon 
which to base agreements as to detail, 
Organization of units and other fea- 
tures of the measure. The Chamberlain 
bill before it was amended in the sen- 
ate, placed the maximum strength of 
the regular army at about 180,000 men, 
Serene the house bill left it at 140, 
VOU. 

Although the conferees are exerting 
every possible effort to reach a coma 
plete agreement, some of them feap 
that all disputed points cannot be work 
ed out without referring some points 
back to the senate and house for fure 
ther instructions. Senate conferees 
still are holding out for the federal 
volunteer army, as well as their pro- 
posed system of federalization of the 
national guard, but the house leaders 
insist that they eventually will win 
their fight to eliminate the volunteer 
army and retain the house national 
guard provisions. 

The matter of a government nitrate 
plant has not been reached by the cone 
ferees, but its opponents regard it ag 
certain that it will be stricken from 
the bill. 


China Short of Coal. 


Washington, May 1.—A coal famine 
is threatening the industries of Hong 
Kong, China, the department of com-« 
merce learned today through consular 
advices. High ocean freight rates 
have attracted vessels formerly en- 
gaged in the coal trade and no coal is 
going to the port.

“During the night of April 29-3 
French aeroplane squadrons threw 
down numerous projectiles on the rail- 
road station and the supply and muni- 
tions station at Sebastopol, south of 
Thiaucourt; on the railroad line at 
Etain; on certain bivouacks near Sin- 
court, and on the railway stations at 
Apremont, Grand Pre, Challerange and 
Vouziere.

GERMANS REPORT. 
VIOLENT FIGHTING. 


Berlin, May 1.—(Via Wireless.})—An 
official announcement today reads: 

“Western Front: The situation gen- 
erally is unchanged. Near Dead Man's 
Hill (Verdun front) violent fighting 
continued yesterday. 

“German aerial squadrons conduct- 
ed extensive bombardments of the en- 
emy’s encampment and magazines west 
of Verdun. 

“4 French bi-plane was shot down 
in an aerial fight east of Royon. The 
occupants of the machine were dead. 

“Eastern and Balkan fronts: Noth- 
ing important has occurred.” 


RUSSIANS REGAIN 
LOST POSITIONS. 


Berlin, May 1.—(By Wireless.)—The 
Russians have regained by a counter 
attack positions north of Mlynov 
which they had lost to the Austrians, it 
was announced in the Austro-Hungarian 
headquarters statement of April 30, re- 
ceived here from Vienna. More than 
200 prisoners were taken by the Aus- 
trian forces in the engagement April 
28 when the Russian lines were pene- 
trated. The statement says: 

“North of Mlynov, Austro-Hungarian 
detachments have been withdrawn into 
the face of attacks by superior Russian 
forces from the Russian advanced po- 
sitions which they had captured on 
April 28. The number of prisoners re- 
ported yesterday was increased to more 
than 200. 

“On the Italian front there have 
been the usual artillery engagements 
at several places. Gorizia was again 
shelled for a time. 

“Austro-Hungarian airmen dropped 
bombs on the barracks and camps near 
Villa Vicentina. All these aeroplanes 
returned unharmed after a successful 
aerial battle. An Austro-Hungarian 
airman fought near  Sandanile-del- 
Friuli against four hostile machines 
and forced one of them to descend in 
precipitate flight. 

“Italian detachments, advancing from 
Dosson di Genova, attacked an Austro- 
Hungarian position at Topeto pass in 
the Adamello district. 

“The Italian press report of April 
28 contains*the absolutely invented as- 
sertion that the Austro-Hungarian in- 
fantry ‘increasingly’ uses explosive 
bullets. It is stated that Italian acts 
against the law of nations such as the 
use of explosive bullets, gas grenades, 
the shelling of establishments such as 
churches, monasteries, ete., which are 
ditinctly marked as such; are too nu- 
merous to be mentioned.” 


GAIN MADE 
BY ITALIANS. 


Rome, May 1.—(Via 
official communication 
Says: 

“On the Garda-Brenta front there has 
been a more intense artillery activity 
in the mountainous zone north of Lop- 
pio. Our artillery, replying to the in- 
cendiary shell fire of the enemv south 
of Mori, destroyed the village of Pan- 
none and blew up an enemy ammuni- 
tion depot in the Gresta valley. 

“On the upper Avisio our infantry 
detachments, overcoming the difficul- 
ties of ground and the determined re- 
sistance of the enemy, carried a strong 
position 3,000 metres above sea level. 
We captured 52 prisoners, two machine 
guns and a quantity of arms and mu- 
nitions. 

“On the Isonzo front there has been 
an intermittent artillery bombardment. 
the northern slopes of Montesan 
Michele Saturday night the enemy es- 
saved an attack, but was promptly re- 
pulsed. 

“Sunday night one of our airships, 
despite heavy clouds and stormy weath- 
er, reached the Lagarina valley and 
bombarded the railway from Calliano 
to the Trent railway station. At Trent 
fires (broke out. The airship returned 
safely, although subjected to a heavy 
artillery fire.” 


GERMANS STOPPED 
BY RUSSIAN FIRE. 


Petrograd, May 1.—(Via London.)— 
The following official comnmtunication 
was issued today: 

“In the region of Poulkarn, south- 
east of Riga, we successfully can- 
nonaded an enemy battery. German 
aitillery bombarded the region, sta- 
tion and bridgehead at Ikskull. 

“In one sector of the Dvinsk post- 
tions our artillery caused an outbreak 
of fire in the enemy’s trenches. South- 
west of Lake Narocz the Germans at- 
tempted to debouch from their 
trenches. They were met by our fire 
and compelled to give up their at- 
tempt and return to their positions. 

“Southeast of the Olyka station on 
the Rovno-Kovel railway the enemy 
in three successive artacks tried to 
surround the village of Khromiakovo, 
but every time was repulsed by our 
artillery and machine gun fire. 

“Caucasus frontier: In the 
tion of Diarbekr our Cossacks 
getically repulsed. the Turks 
the west.

Mexican officials said today that they 
were anxious to have the conference 
expedited, as every additional day of 
uncertainty increased the danger of 
outbreaks south of the border. 

Little credence was attached to re- 
ports that General Obregon might end 
the conference unless some agreement 
soon was reached. 

Reliable reports were received today 
indicating that the American army is 
preparing for at least a temporary 
Stay on Mexican soil. These said that 
the Sixth, Sixteenth and Seventeenth 
infantry regiments, formerly at Casas 
Grandes and Colonia Dublan, now sare 
at Namiquipa, General Pershing’s base, 
and that the Twenty-fourth is euard- 
ing the line of communication from 
Columbus.

In returning the 
fire the Americans killed one Mexican, 
but the others, possibly three or four 
men, escaped. 


AMERICAN MUNITIONS 
POURING INTO EUROPE 


Washington, May 1.—Europe’s pur- 
chases of war materials in the United 
States totaled three hundred and forty 
million dollars at the end of the ffrst 
twenty months of war. Figures assem- 
bled today in the bureau of foreign and 
domestic commerce show the heaviest 
month was March last, when more than 
fifty million dollars’ worth of muni- 
tions left American ports. 

Shipments of high explosive shells 
and shrapnel are crossing the Atlantic 
now at the rate of a million dollars’ 
worth daily and vessels are carrying 
half a million dollars’ worth of powder 
a day. Firearms and cartridges valued 
at more than five millions went to Eu- 
rope during March.

A coroner’s jury, empaneled Mon- 
day afternoon by Coroner Paul Done- 
hoo, returned the verdict, ‘“‘Death caus- 
ed by a gunshot wound, inflicted by 
parties unknown,” following a two- 
hour session over the body of Eugene 
Gaines, 32-years-old resident of 14 
Markham street, who was found dead 
in front of 202 Courtland street early 
Sunday morning. 

As a result of the jury's investiga- 
tions, Charles Vismore, the ‘proprietor 
of the Ivy Seda company, who was held 
up in front of that number, and who 
shot at one of the highwaymen, who 
was thought to have been Gaines, was 


freed. | 
The last step in the case, according 


to detectives, will be the arrest of the 

third member of the trio, who was said 

to have made his escape following the 

shooting. The arrest was expectéd 

hourly at headquarters Monday night. 
Brother Is Still Held. 

F. G. Gaines, 21-year-old brother of 


the slain man, is still being held at 
police headquarters, under the blanket 
charge of “suspicion.” Officers work- 
ing the case claim that they will be 
able to substantiate their theory that 
he was his brother’s accomplice when 
the case comes to trial. 

Gaines denies any connection with 
the affair, stating that he was at his 
home in bed at the time the shooting 
took place Sunday morning. 

Zarly Monday Annie Mayo, 18-year- 
old girl, resident of the Palace hotel, 
was taken in custody by Call Officer 
G. Cc. Fain. She was said to have been 
a close friend of Eugene Gaines, but 
later in the day was released when de- 
tectives failed to secure any informa- 
tion of importance from her. 

The coroner’s inquest gwas attended 
by a large crowd of people, by rela- 
tives of Gaines and by his wife, who, 
before her marriage was Miss Etta 
Lawson. 

L. W. Smith, G. B, Davis and Earle 
Lawson, the latter a brotherin-law of 
Gaines were the only witnesses intro- 
duced outside of Vismore, who told his 
story of the happenings on Courtland 
street Sunday morning. 

The testimony of Smith and Davis 
was to the effect that they had heard 
the shooting while they were on Court- 
land street at about that time and had 
run down to see what was the matter. 

Saw Party of Men. 

Smith testified that he saw a party 
of men near: the corner of Ellis and 
Courtland streets and stated that it 
looked as if someone had been held up. 

Lawson stated to the jury that he 
had been with the Gaines brothers sev- 
eral times when they had approached 
him significantly making suggestions 
to him which would lead him to believe 
that they were “up to something.” 

“Several times they have told me 
that it was no use to work if I could 
wet money other ways,” stated Lawson. 
The story of Vismore was that he 
had closed up his place of business 
shortly before 1 o'clock, taking $60 
from the cash register, the proceeds 
of. his day’s sales, and starting home. 

He further stated that for protec- 
tion he was in the habit of carrying a 
revolver on Saturday nights. He slip- 
ed that in his pocket as usual before 
eaving his store. 

“TIT walked down Courtland street,” 
began Vismore, “and near the corner 
of Ellis and Courtland streets I saw 
that there was two men following me. 
I crossed the street to get away from 
them and they crossed right behind 
me. 

“About that time J noticed another

NOT MISLEADING. 

The Constitution is in receipt of the fol- 
lowing communication from Inspector Gra- 
ham, of the postoffice department: 

Editor Constitution: I call attention 
to a misleading feature of the cartoon 
on page 1-A of The Constitution of 
April 30. 

_ This cartoon represents a letter car- 
rier in the act.of delivering a package 
labeled ‘“‘Paréel Post” and packages 
labeled “Liquor. Orders,” implying that 
intoxicants are transported through the 
mails. 

_ A statute prevents the use of the mails 
to transport intoxicants and that it is 
‘rigidly enforced may be discovered by 
anyone who attempts to violate it.

With due respect to Inspector Graham, 

‘The Constitution’s cartoon of Sunday— 
emphasizing the. interference by the federal 
government with the effort of Georgia to 
make a real test of prohibition—was not 
misleading, if properly construed. 

z + 

If viewed according to Inspector Gra- 
ham’s interpretation there might be some 
ground for® the position that the cartoon 
was misleading. It was clearly apparent, 
howéver, both in the cartoon and in the 
editorial commenting upon it, that the pro- 
test was not upon the delivery of goods by 
the United States mail, but at the use of 
these agencies as channels for the solicita- 


tion of articles which had been outlawed by 
the state. 


If, in the cartoon, “liquor solicitations” 
had been substituted for “liquor orders,” 
the statement would have been more ac- 
curate. 

Of course Inspector Graham is correct 
in the statement that intoxicants cannot 
be transported through the mails, and yet 
every mail that comes into Georgia is 
literally flooded with solicitations for liquor 
business. | 

‘The state of Georgia has taken the posi- 
tion that no Georgia newspaper can legally 
publish liquor advertising, and more than 
that—that no outside newspaper containing 
such advertising can be sold in Georgia. 

The determination of the state is, there- 
fore, apparent—and yet in the face of the 
state’s action whisky houses, the country 
over, are literally swamping the mails with 

licitations for liquor business. It is un- 
Pacreboot that the name of every reader 
along every R. F. D. route in Georgia has 
been ascertained; that every telephone di- 
rectory in the state is being “worked,” and 
in this way the personal approach is very 
much more direct than\in the manner now 
prohibited by the state. . 

When the’ federal government made up 
its mind to close up the Louisiana state 
lottery as an immoral institution it acted 
upon the theory that the quickest and the 
most certain way was to deny to it the use 
of the United States mails. 

The precedent, therefore, has been es- 
tablished, and the efficacy of the treatment 
was forcibly demonstrated when the lottery 
went out of business. 

Nothing like as drastic action is ex- 
pected of the government in the matter of 
the liquor business. Where a state author- 
izes the sale of liquor either by’ high li- 
cense, strict regulation, or otherwise, no- 
body asks that the government interfere: 


| ‘but where a state votes for prohibition and 


is making an honest and a solemn effort 
to enforce the law, then it is as little as the 
people of that state can ask of their repre. 
sentatives that they demand the right of a 


a fair trial of that law without the use of 
agencies of the federal government to de- 


liberately nullify it. 
_ Again, may The Constitution inquire of 


our senators and representatives in con- |

gress as to what they propose to do to 


help the state of Georgia enforce its laws? 


PUT THEM ON NOTICE! 


The person who sells or attempts to sell 
liquors of any kind in Georgia comes under 
the classification of “blind tiger.” 

Every “blind tiger” operating or seeking 
to operate in this state, whether in Atlanta 
or in any other town or community any- 
where witbin the limits of Georgia, must be 
put on ngtice that this time Georgia means 
business. 

Georgia now proposes, in so far as the 
United States government will let her do it, 
to give the new prohibition laws a per- 
fectly fair and square test. 

The sooner the fact is established that 
the courts mean to treat the new laws 
seriously and put potential violators on 
notice as to what they may expect, by a 
few chaingang sentences, the better it will 
be for the state and the more nearly we 
shall come to having law enforcement as 
Georgia wants to see it. 

The problem is one in which public 
sentiment must play a prominent part. 

Georgia cities and towns, some of which 
have heretofore shown little dispisition to 
enforce the law, have come forward this 
time with the highly commendable dispo- 
sition and announced purpose to make the 
new laws effective. Fortunately, there is 
no community in the state which has set 
itself apart in the determination to evade 
or violate them. 

That is the only way to get a fair test. 
For one community, through the laxity of its 
courts, or the indifference of public senti- 
ment, to let down the bars would simply 
mean to invite similar action by others. 

It would make very little difference, if 
this disposition to evade and violate the 
law were confined to a single community; 
but the danger lies in its spread. 

Fortunately, state sentiment generally 
stands everywhere for strong and emphatic 
enforcement of the laws which went into 
effect on May 1. 

With the co-operation between arresting 
officers, courts and public sentiment, there 
need be no question whatever as to enforce- 
ment in so far as federal laws permit it. 

We must do just that. We can afford 
to do no less. We are on trial before the 
world, before ourselves and our own con- 
sciences. -Let us begin now, and make and 
keep the record clean! 


FOR BIRMINGHAM. 

The Birmingham Ledger, we regret to 
note, apparently without inquiry or inves- 
tigation, published recently a statement

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CARRIERS FILE AMENDMENT 
TO THEIR RATE PETITIONS 

The class B and C railroads of Georgia 
have filed with the state railroad commis- 
sion an amendment to the petition recently 
filed by them asking revision in intrastate 
freight tariffs. It is understood that other 
class carriers will support this amendment. 

The amendment asks the following 
changes: 

For sulphuric acid, in tank cars, to have 
a specific commodity group rating in lieu of 
the present sixth class rating. 

That the present fourth class rating for 
vehicle material, L. C. lL, be made fifth and 
sixth class, and that car loadlots be made the 
same as shown in the petition under commod- 
ity group six. 

That a consolidated rating of sixth class 
be made upon beans and peas, in car load 
lots, with a minimum of 36,000 pounds per 
car, in lieu of the present rates for any 
quantity ranging from second class to class 
D, aceording to the method of “preparation 
for shipment. 

That a consolidated fifth class rating be 
made upon wooden handles, L. C. L., in lieu 
of the present L. C. L. rating on handles 
ranging from fifth class to class B; for 
car load lots, to substitute the commodity 
group six rates for the present class K rat- 
ing, and revising the minimum rate to a 
basis of: 30,000 pounds in lieu of the pres- 
ent minimum of 24,000 pounds. 7 

On fresh meat, car lots, they ask the 
adoption of a scale 10 cents per 100 pounds 
higher than. class B (but not higher than 
fourth class), in lieu of the present class B 
rating.

COOK READY TO DIVIDE 
AUTO MONEY BETWEEN COUNTIES 

At the close of business, April 380, 1916, 
the last automobile registration number un- 
der the new law was 33,840. The last num- 
ber sold at the close of ‘business on the 
same date in 1915 was 22,210. This is an 
increased registration of cars under the new 
law of about 331-3 per cent as compared 
with last year, but there is no way in which 
the .aggregate amount of money derived 
from the sale of tags can be arrived at un- 
til the registrations have been classified, 
inasmuch as the new law provides for a 
graduated fee instead of a flat fee of $5 
for all cars, as heretofore. 

Apportionment among the 
ties of the state of the fund, less $1 on each 
tag, will be made, so soon as the lost can 
be compiled, on a basis of the public road- 
ways in such counties, outside of incorporat- 
ed cities and towns. Heretofore the mile- 
age has been accepted from the last Unit- 
ed States census, which gives Georgia 82,000 
miles. This year, however, the mileage will 
be measured by the board of county commis- 
sioners and certified to the secretary of 
state, who will accept these figures as the 
state's official record of the road mileage. 

All money accruing from the sale of tags 
after the close of business on April 29 will 
be carried over to the apportionment of next 
year, but from the 1915 fund, of later date 
than the apportionment for that year, about 
$17,000 remains in the treasury and will be 
included in this year’s apportionment. 

The record shows that of the 33,8490 cars 
registered, 15,349 are Ford cars, 237 pleas- 
ure electrics and 1,140 are delivery wagons 
and motor trucks.

PUBLIC SERVICE CORPORATION 
ASKS TO INCREASE ITS RATES 

The Americus Public Service corporation, 
which is operating under an unusual sort 
of an arrangement, and is partly owned by 
the city and part by a private company, 
under a consolidation plan, is not making 
money enough to carry out the provisions 
under which two campanies were made one. 
They have, therefore, asked permission of 
the railroad commission to increase their 
rates on electric lighting and power. 

The concern was originally one company 
owned by the Americus Gas and Electric 
company, a private concern, and anoter, 
the Americus Power company, owned by the 
city. They were not paying on a division 
of the business, and it was decided to con- 
solidate. The city turned in its property 
at $62,500, and the private company its prop- 
erty at $162,500. A board of directors were 
selected to operate the plant and carry out 
the provisions of the consolidation contract, 
that board being composed of Frank Shef- 
field, J. KE. Poole and C. M. Council, 

The stipulation was that they Were to 
pay the operating expenses of the consoli- 
dated concern and provide a sinking fund 
of 5 per cent per annum on $225,000, which 
would be used at the end of twenty years 
to take up the outstanding bonds to that 
amount, and upon liquidation of those bonds 
the entire property ‘should revert to the 
city and a completely municipality-owned 
plant. 

The showing is now made that the opera- 
tion of the company under the rates as 
in existence does not produce a. sufficient 
revenue to pay the operating expenses and 
set aside the required 5 per cent for sinks 
ing fund, as contempljated in the franchise 
ordinance adopted. For that reason the 
commission is asked “to approve the follow- 
ing increase in rates: The light rate from 
9 to 12 cents per kilowatt hour; a minimum 
power rate of 2 cents instead of 14, cents, 
and a revision of the gas rates as tollows: 
To make a uniform rate of $1.40-in lieu of 
the present rate of $1.50 for lighting and 
$1.40 for cooking or fuel gas.

The plants entered were those of the 
Edgar Thompson works, of the Carne- 
‘wie Steel company, the American Steel 
and Wire company, the McClintic-Mar- 
ghall Construction company and the 
Standard Chain works. District Attor- 
mey Jackson ordered the saloons in 
Braddock, which had been permitted 
to reopen three hours before the trou- 
ble, to be closed indefinitely. 

The disturbance followed a parace of 
strikers from East Pittsburg. Going 
to the plant of the Edgar Thompson 
works in North Braddock, the marchers 
battered down heavy iron gates at one 
of the entrances and sweeping ten po- 
licemen before them, forced their way 
into the plant. Other strikers block- 
aded the tracks of the Pitisburg and 
Leke Erie and the Baltimore and Ohio 
thirty minutes on both roads. 

Crying “eight hours a day” the strik- 
_ers rushed through ‘the plant, attack- 
ing several workmen. When the men 
refused to join them, the strikers went 
to the McClintic-Marshall plant. Bat- 
tering open a gate they rushed into the 
‘works, destroyed large belts and dam- 
aged machinery, according to the po- 
lice. A number of men were beaten 
ana@ two foreigners rushed out of the 
plauft and jumped into the Monongahela 
river, swimming to the oposite shore.

LABOR DISORDER 
IN NEW YORK CITY. 

New York, May 1.—May day, featured 
here by a monster parade ef unton 
workers, also was marked by the be- 
ginning of new labor disorders as well 
us the settlement of several strikes.

‘placards, passed up Fifth avenue for 
several miles and returned to Washing- 
ton square, the starting point, by way 
of Madison avenue.

‘Many freight vessels were unable to 
dock on account of the scarcity of tus- 
boats, but there was little delay in 
the docking of senger vessels. 
“Negotiations between the engineers 
and firemen and their employers con- 
tinued. tonight and a satisfactory set- 
tlement was expected. 

About a thousand deck laborers went 
on strike in Brooklyn for an increase 
in wages, hampering the movement of 
freight by one large docking concern. 

t was announced that the strike of 
2,000 jewelry workers, which had been 
‘in progress for three months, had been 
settled. The workers received an 
eight-hour day, time and a half for 
overtime and the abolition of the home 
work system.

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that it was an outbreak which had be- 
hind it a fair organization and suffi- 


‘cient force to strangle the life of the 


capital and compel the authorities to 
send for military assistance from Eng- 
land. At no time, however, did the au- 
thorities consider the rebellion a me- 
nace to the government, nor did they 
have any fears as to their ability to 
cope with it quickly as soon as its ex- 
tent became apparent. 

Rebels Dashed for Postoffice. 
What occurred was as follows: 
Monday: The first move was a dash 

by members of the Sinn Fein into the 
general postoffice. Many of these men 
were in the uniform of the Irish volun- 
teers, a body formed at the time men 
of Ulster organized against granting 
home rule to Ireland, the object being 
to resist any attempt by Ulster to op- 
pose the home rule law. The party 
worked quietly, compelling all officials 
to quit their posts while they cut tele- 
graphic communicatiuns, 

The rebels posted sentinels and pre- 
vented any soldiers or policemen from 
entering the building. 

Soon afterward firing opened in the 
neighboring streets, for the rebels im- 
mediately shot down agy man in khaki. 
Several officers and men of the regu- 
lar army thus fell victims in the first 
few minutes of the revolt. 

The authorities, unprepared at first 
to deal with the uprising, ordered the 
police and soldiers to retire-to their 
quarters, none of them being armed. In 
the meantime the rebels seized other 
points. They established themselves at 
the city hall, Liberty hall and Bt. 
Stephens’ green and also occupied many 
houses in Sackville street and the side 
streets leading to it. Their sentries 
patrolled blocks in the center of the 
city and sharpshooters took up posi- 
tions on the roofs and at the windows 
of houses. An attempt was made to 
seize Dublin castle but the guard of 
royal Irish constabulary and soldiers 
prevented the rebels from getting be- 
yond the gate, at which they killed the 
policeman on duty. 

Rebels Made Great Mistake. 


The authorities were powerless, with 
the forces at their disposal, to dislodge 
or attempt to combax the rebels who, 
however, made a great mistake which 
eventually cost them dear. They 
either forgot to seize the telephone 
exchange or did not think it worth 
their attention. Thus the authorities 
were able to send a call to the military 
officers at Camp Curragh, some 30 
miles away. From this point a con- 
siderable body of troops was immedi- 
ately dispatched to the capital. 

Tuesday: The situation in the morn- 
ing was virtually unchanged except 
that the rebels apparently’ had in- 
creased in numbers and spread in small 
parties about the city. Sniping was 
fairly prevalent throughout the day 
and numbers of casualties occurred 
among soldiers, rebels and civilians, 
the last suffering more than the two 
fighting bodies because they failed to 
grasp the seriousness of the situation. 

No effort was undertaken on this 
day to turn the rebels out of their 
strongholds, as the force of military 
on hand was still insufficient. The 
military in London had been communi- 
cated with and within a short time a 
large body of troops was on the way 
to cope with the rebellion. On Tues- 
day evening citizens of the city were 
still strolling along the walks of the 
Sackville street center. 

Cordons Were Drawn. 


Wednesday: On the morning of this 
day the authorities formed a plan to 
deal with the situation and began 
making disposition of troops, drawing 
a large cordon of men around the city 
and other smaller cordons around the 
three principal areas occupied by the 
rebels—at Sackville street, St. Steph- 
en’s Green and Four Courts. There 
movemenkxs led to much fighting and 
bloodshed. Sniping became _ general 
throughout the city. The rebels were 
supplied with ample ammunition and 
used it so freely that it was dangerous 
to walk even a few steps in the open 
or to sit at a window. 

By Wednesday evening the two par- 
ties of combatants and the areas they 
occupied were more or less accurately 
defined. The Sinn Feiners would not 
allow anyone to pass without the writ- 
ten authority of their chiefs, and the 
their side, proclaimed 
martial law and restricted the move- 
ments of civilians ¢o the streets in 
which they resided, while all were for- 
bidden to go out of their homes after 
dark or before dawn.

Final Collapse of Rebellion. 

Sunday: The final col!anse of the re- 
bellion came on this day, the expected 
happening, and the main body of the 
rebels in Dublin surrendering during 
the course of the day, beginning in the 
morning when those who had been es- 
tablished in the College of Surgeons 
gave themselves up. One of the pris- 
oners here was the Countegs Markievicz, 
said to be one of the leading spirits of 
the revolt. 

In a proclamation issued by J. H. 
Pearce as “provisional president,” the 
surrender of all the rebels was advised, 
as the members of the provisional gov- 
ernment had agreed to unconditional 
surrender “in order to prevent the fur- 
ther slaughter of unarmed people and 
in the hope of saving the lives of our 
followers, who are surrounded and 
hopelessly outnumbered.” Outside of 
Dublin, however, fighting continues at 
some points, but messages were sent 
from the leaders in Dublin carrying the 
news that the movement had collapsed 
and ordering the various rebel bodies 
to surrender. 

Monday: Today came the news that 
all the rebel leaders had surrendered 
and that the total number of prisoners 
taken the day previous in Dublin had 
reached 1,000. The transportation of 
captured rebels to England was in full 
swing and it became known that near- 
ly 500 of them had been sent across the 
channel. There was further ubmis- 
sion of bodies outside the city, notably 
of the Enniscorthy rebels, who had 
been holding out persistently. 


The Greatest Sufferers. 


The greatest sufferers from the dis- 
turbance were the hundreds of thou- 
sands of peaceable citizens who were 
compelled to remain in doors and were 
unable to obtain sufficient food, al- 
though there were ample stores in the 
city. The authorities early began or- 


Sanazing relief for these people and on 
Friday and Saturday women and chil- 
dren were escorted in groups to pro- 
vision depots where large supplies were 
handed out. 

By Saturday night Dublin had re- 
sumed almost its normal aspect, ex- 
cept for a number of smouldering fires.

Veritable Hail of Bullets. 

Thursday: By this time the city was 
under a veritable hail of bullets, and 
the small shot fusillade became a con- 
tinuous roar. The Associated Press 
correspondent, with several other news- 
paper men, Passed along the custom 
house quay by the north wall and 


bullets striking the walls and the 
ground all around. The rebels in some 
force had taken a position in a flour 


mill on the south side, from which they ' 


harried the troops on the north sfde 
until;the authorities decided to use ar- 
tillery to dislodge them. A dozen 
shells did the work and the rebels re- 
tired to a disused aeet eak further 
south, whence they were still able to 
give much trouble. 

Later in the day a naval gun and 
fiel@ artillery turned their attention 
to this point. From’ the top of the dis- 
tillery tower floated a rebel flag. The 
bombardment was spectacular. Only 48 
shells were fired and every one hit 
the distillery, but the flagstaff was 
not shot away, and it hung over the 
building after the rebels 
had concluded the time was ripe to 
evacuate the structure. 

Meanwhile fighting was becoming 
hotter in the Sackville street area. 

Friday: The sniping by rebel sharp- 
shooters had become so prevalent by 
Friday that the artillery officer in 
charge decided to shell the postoffice 
and houses in its neighborhood. Eight 
shells had been fired into the Young 
Men’s Christian association building, 
two into the Catholic club and two into 
the postoffice when a cessation of the 
cannonade was orderéd, as some houses 
had caught fire and it was feared the 
entire city might be placed in peril. 
Additional fresh troops had arrived and 
the cordons were further tightened, al- 
though this was accompanied by much 
fighting of a particularly dangerous 
type, every spot in the streets being 
in the danger zone. 


The Rebels Started Fires. 


The rebels started fires in several 
places, in the hope, it was reported, of 
the flames reaching the castle. On 
Friday night the sky for miles around 
was illuminated and flames shot up 
from many points. The green rebel 
flag that flew over the postoffice was 
sharply outlined by the glow. Rebels 
were seen walking on the roof, from 
which flames later increased in intens- 
ity the already brilliant light envelop- 
ing that part of the city. It was after- 
ward discovered that the rebels had 
sprinkled the petroleum over the build- 
ing and set fire to it before evacuating 
it and retiring to the coliseum, where 
they again put up a stout fight. 

Saturday: Early on this morning the 
announcement was made that the leaf 
ers of the revolt had requested that 
they be allowed to surrender uncondi- 
tionally, as their commander-in-chief, 
J. H. Pearce, had been wounded in the 
leg and it was reported that James 
Connolly, commander of the rebel 
troops, had received a severe wound. 
How many of the rebels surrendered 
to the military with their leaders was 
not learned on this day, but their action 
brought about an immediate dimunition 
of sniping and the city hecame com- 
paratively quiet. Only two areas re- 
mained in possession of the rebels at 
night and it was clearly seen that the 
military was forcing them into an ever 
narrowing circle which would eventu- 


;ally bring about their capitulation. 


Isolated parties of snipers still con- 
tinued to pot shot at the troops, bein 
evidently unaware of the capture o 
their leaders, but that evening it was 
possible to walk in the streets without 
running an excessive risk from stray 
bullets. 3

REDMOND SCORES 
IRISH-AMERICANS. 


New York, May 1.—J. C. Walsh, edi- 
tor of Ireland, received a cablegram 
today frofn John E. Redmond, in which 
the Irish nationalist leader reiterated 
his recent statement that the Dublin 
insurrection was organized in America 
as well as Ireland by “the irreconcil- 
and begs 
“our people in America not to be dis- 
turbed by this futile and miserable at- 
tempt to destroy Ireland,” for it has 
“definitely, finally failed.’’ 

The message said: «. / 

“The attempt to torpedo home rule 
and the Irish party has failed. Dam- 
age has been done, life has been lost, 
but the ship has not been sunk. The 
whole thing has not been organized by 
those in Ireland and in America who 
have always been the open and irrecon- 
cilable enemies of home rule and of 
the Irish party. Though the hand of 
Germany was in the whole thing, it 
was not so much sympathy for Ger- 
many as hatred of home rule and of us, 
which was at the bottom of the move- 
ment. It was even more an attempt 
to hit us than to hit England. 

“The whole disgraceful plot is view- 
ed with execration by the Irish people. 
It was almost entirely a Dublin move- 
ment; partly the creation of the Sinn 
Fein cranks and German agents there, 
partly ofthe remnantsof that mass of 
discontent and anarchy which was left 
by the disastrous Larkinite strike. In 
a few small towns there were attempts 
at disturbance which were easily sup- 
pressed, but Ireland, as a whole, has 
remained perfectly tranquil. 

“As to the opinion of the Ieish race 
T have received communications from 
all parts of the world declaring “ve- 
hement condemnation by Irishmen of 
this insane and wicked attempt to de- 
stroy all Ireland’s hopes just at the 
moment when, after centuries of vain 
struggle, they were about to be fully 
realized. I beg our people in America 
not to be unduly disturbed by this 
futile and miserable attempt to de- 
stroy Ireland. It has failed—definitely, 
finally failed.”

Robert Braselton, aged 50, for twen- 
ty-four years a member Of the police 
force, died suddenly last night after 
an illness of only a short time. His 
death was due to a carbuncle. He was 
a resident of 162 Love streét.

Mayor Points Possible Ways 


To Abate Crematory ‘‘Scandal” 


Unless the courts shall modify the 
injunction feature of the recent de- 
cision against the city of Atlanta and 
in favor of the Destructor company, 
whereby the city might operate the 
plant, Mayor J. G. Woodward, in a 
message to the general council yester- 
day, says he sees but one remedy, “pay 
the whole amount and forever get rid 
of the crematory scandal.” 

If the court does not see fit to modify 
or change its decision, says the mayor, 
the city is cut off from carrying the 
case further, and he says it “simply 
places the power in the Destructor com- 
pany of simply saying to the city: ‘You 
shall stand and deliver to us what we 
demand without the privilege of resort- 
ing to other courts.’ ”’ 

If the city is compelled to “pay the 
whole amount and get rid of the crema- 
tory scandal,” the mayor says the only 
thing to be done will be for the finance 
committee to get together and arrange 
its already “over-anticipated budget” 
by more than $300,000 and provide for 


the payment of this entire amount, as 
I have stated before, the matter can- 
not be carried into next year unless it 
should be done by court methods 
through an appeal.” 

“Along either one of these lines,’’ the 
message says, “I am perfectly willing 
to co-operate with council in the proper 
ending of this matter.”

“If there is any manner in which this mat- 
ter can be carried to a higher court, I 
hearily recommend such action,’’ he 
goes on to say. ‘‘In the first place, this case 
is not in court at the wish or desire of the 
city of Atlanta, and I feel satisfied that the 
people of this city will agree that they have 
the bad end of a very bad bargain. The 
plant was never worth the money, never will 
be, and will be a source of never-ending ex- 
pense. 

“The Destructor company was put fairly 
on notice, long before any work was cogi- 
menced upon the plant, that the matter 
would be contested in the courts as re- 
guards the legality of the contract, and 
when I came into office in January, 1913, 
I strenuously brought the matter before 
the general council and the finance com- 
mittee in my inaugural address and stated 
that the plant would be excessive in its 
cost of destroying garbage and also called 
attention to the fact that there were other 
bids that were betier and much cheaper. 

City Compelled to Submit. 

“The Destructor company placed this 
case in court when they knew that the 
balance to be paid on the contract of $135,- 
000 was in the banks to meet their demand 
upon completion of the plant, therefore I 
say, aS stated above, that the city of At- 
lanta is in no manner responsible for this 
matter being in the courts or the amount 
of expense incurred upon such litigation. In 
fact, since the 14th of August, 1914, the 
city has had no opportunity, 
the court proceedings and injunction, to 
take any part whatever in adjusting this 
case. In other words, we have been pre- 
vented from taking any part in it, but be-

“On account of the very nature of condi- 
tions in this matter, I am rather at a loss 
as to how to deal with it, as it is entirely 
a court question and I do not wish to be 
misunderstood or placed in the position of 
criticising any court.

Even 
during the heavy garbage season 
lanta, according to Chief Jentzen, we were 
unable to supply anything like 45 per cent 
of garbage.

The better feeling was due principally to 
the weather, which was too cold for germi- 
nation, but there still appears to be a de- 
cided idea of holding for higher prices and 
the securing cf May shipments is naturally 
a larger undertaking than securing April 
shipments, for April is usually a neglected 
month for such engagements.

RAILROADS FACING 
SERIOUS SITUATION 


Sentiment Strong Against 
Rayburn Securities Bill, 
Congress Realizing That 
New Burdens Would Prove! 
Oppressive. :

Washington, May 1.—(Special.)—Na- 
tional interest in military preparedness 
is exerting an influence in widely sep- 
arated spheres, and affecting activities 
that the laymen might not ordinarily 
associate with national defense. 

Development of economic’ resources 
and plans for mobilization of the coun- 
try’s industries to aid in carrying on 
defensive warfare are now recognized 
as being material factors. Of course, 
these things can never take the place}! 
of efficient military measures, andi 
trained and ready fighting machines; |! 
but they have their part in the whole 
scheme. 

Good roads, rural credits, vocational | 
education, a nitrate plant operated by 
hydro-electricity power to furnish 
nitric acid for military needs and fer- 
tilizers for agricultural uses, are all 
being urged in the name of prepared- 
ness. So is the construction of new 
railways, and the condition of existing 
transportation systems. 

President Wilson’s address on the 
opening of congress last December, re- 
ferred principally to this subject. He 
said: 

“A matter which it seems to me we 
should have very much at heart is the 
creation of the right instrumentalities 
by which to mobilize our economic re- 
sources in any time of national neces- 
city. I take it for granted that I do 
not need your authority with the di- 
recting officers of the army and navy 
men of recognized leaders and ability 
from among our citizens who are thor- 
oughly familiar, for example, with the 
transportation facilities of the country 
and therefore competent to advise how 
they may be co-ordinated when the 
need arises. 

The president also referred to the 
need for studying plans of co-operation 
among manufacturers and those pos- 
sessing special technical skill which 
might be useful in the solution of par- 
ticular problems of defense. 

This idea led to the formation of a 
committee of busines men in each state 
to co-operate with the navy consulting 
board.

No More Regulation at Present. 


President Wilson, in discussing fur- 
ther the influence of railroads upon 
any effective system of national de- 
fense, said: 

“The transportation probleme is an 
exceedingly serious and pressing one in 
this country. There has from time to

time of late been reason to fear that 


our railroads would not much longer 
be able to cope with it successfully, 
as at present equipped and co-ordi- 
nated.” 

The tone of this comment was re- 
marked wpon at the time as strikingly 
at variance with the popular expres- 
sions of the last few years with regard 
to railroads. Instead of recommending 
further regulatory legislation, the 
president continued: 

“I suggest that it would be wise to 
provide for a commission of inquiry to 
ascertain by a thorough canvass of the 
whole question whether our laws as at 
present framed and administered are as 
serviceable as they might be in the 
solution of the problem. It is obviously 
a problem that lies at the foundation 
of our efficiency as a people. Such an 
inquiry ought to draw out every cir- 
cumstance and opinion worth consider- 
ing and we need to Know all sides of 
the matter if we need to do anything 
in the field of federal legislation. 

“No one, I am sure, would wish to 
take any backward step. The regula- 
tion of the railways of the country by 
federal commission has had admirable 
results and has fully justified the hopes 
and expectations of those by whom the 
policy of tegulation was originally pro- 
posed. The question is not what should 
we undo? It is whether there is any- 


thing else we can do that would sup-, 
the | 


ply us with effective means, in 
very process of regulation, for better- 
ing the conditions under whieh the 
railroads are operated and for making 
them more useful servants of the coun- 
try as a whole, : 

“It seems to me that it might be the 
part of wisdom, therefore, before fur- 
ther legislation in this field is attempt- 
ed, to look at the whole problem of 
co-ordination and _ efficiency in the 
full light of a fresh assessment of cir- 
cumstances and opinion, a guide to 
dealing with the several parts of it.” 

Further on in the address the presi- 
dent stated that the one though in his 
message was “national efficiency and 
security.’’ The discussion of 'railroaad 
and transportation problems was thus 
handled in relation to national de- 
fense. He himself raised the question 
as to whether the present facilities of 
railroads were adequate for a defense, 
and this led him to suggest'a careful 
study of the whole question by con- 
gress, before any further action was 
taken, so that when they did act it 
could be with the view of bringing up 
the railroads*‘to a higher degree of 
efficiency. ; 

Senate Approves Investigation. 

Since the president spoke on Septem- 
ber 7 last, the senate has passed a 
resolution (senate joint resolution No. 
60) providing for a joint com- 
mittee of ten representing the inter- 
state commerce committees of the sen- 
ate and house be appointed to study the 
question. It is directed: 

“To investigate the subject of the 
government control and regulation of 
interstate and foreign transportation, 
the efficiency of the existing system 
in protecting the rights of shippers 
and carriers, and all proposed-changes 
in the organization of the interstase 
commerce commission and the act to 
regulate commerce.” 

At the demand of 
KE. Borah, of Idaho, 
vision was added: “Also the subject 
of government ownership of all pub- 
lic utilities, such as cnlearanh: tele- 
phone, express companies and rail- 
roads. engaged in interstate and for- 
een commerce, and report as to the 
wisdom or feasibility of government 
ownership’ of such utilities and as to 
the comparative worth of efficiency 
of government regulation and control 
as compared with government owner- 
ship and operation.” 

Senator Borah did not indicate any 
personal preference in favor of gov- 
ernment ownership and operation as a 
substitute for government regulation 
in the event the latter broke down,

Representative William C. Adamson, 
of Georgia, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce, is strongly in favor of the joint 
committee of investigation being ap- 
pointed. He is supporting the proposal 
to increase the interstate commerce 
commission to nine members, to permit 
it dividing into three sections of three 
members\ each to consider different 
problems \of transportation arising in 
different sections of the country. 

He thoroughly agrees, however, that 
no additional legislation should be 
superimposed yam the present mass of 
laws until a thorough = study of the 
whole subject is made in accordance 
with the president’s recommendation. 
Regulation of Securities. 
committee, of which Represen- 
Adamson is chairman, has ap- 
proved the Rayburn = securities bill, 
which once before passed the house, 
but indications are strongly against it. 
Joint resolution No. 60, which has al- 
ready passed the senate, is more than 
apt to be a" to in the house. 

The principal provisions of the Ray- 
burn bill are to require greater pub- 
licity of the financial transactions of 
railroads, and making it unlawful for 
a railroad to issue securities, except 
for a specified purpose and after ap- 
Proval by the interstate commerce 
commission. 

One strong objection to the bill was 
that it violated the guarantee in the 
wine constitution against unlawful 
search and seizure. It proposed to give 
employees of the interstate commerce 
commission access to the private corre- 
spondence files of railroads, as well as 
accounts, records and memoranda.” 

This question became of acute in- 
terest in the investigation made by the 
commission under the resolution of 
Senator Luke Lea, of Tennessee, into 
| She allegation that the Louisville and 
Nashville raidroad was granting free 
passes. The vice president of the rail- 
road denied the right of the commis- 
sion to have access to his letter files. 
In this stand he was later sustained 
by the supreme court. 

Alfred P. Thom, the able general 
counsel of the Southern railway, in a 
wonderfully clear and vigorous argu- 
ment against the Rayburn securities 
bill before the Adamson committee a 
ded weeks ago, submitted this conclu- 
sion: 

“It is a fundamentaal matter to be 
considered whether or not the time has 
come, as we solemnly represent to*you 
that it has come when, in the interest 
of the development of this country and 
in order to provide adequately for its 
commerce, there should be something 
done that will invite the investment of 
money in these enterprises, so that their 
facilities may be increased and com- 
merce may be adequately provided for. 

“We tell you very solemnly that the 
interests of the American people are 
now more wrapped up in the adequacy 
and the safety of transportation facili- 
ties than they are in the mere ques- 
tion of rates. We point you to the fact 
that the extension “of railroad con- 
struction has ceased in this country: 
that last year there were fewer miles 
of railroad built than at any time since 
railroad building began. We point you to
